Hearil 



JULES ROMAIN 




Discussed^ Life and Works of 
Famous Author and 
Playwright 



Moyse llfUl offered an Inspiring 
spectacle Uist evening when Montreal's 
Krench-Cnnadlan aristocracy gather-jd 
to hear Dr. E. Oiison lecture of Jules 
Romain the originator of Unantmisni 
under the auspices of McGlll Univer- 
sity. Dr. GUson is from the University 
of Paris and tho "Institut Scientifique 
Knonco-Canadlan" of Montreal. 

The hall was completely filled and 
an entliuslnsilc audience g/eeted the 
doctor nt his arrival. Professor Du 
Howe, nt tilie French df'partmont, act- 
ed us chulrmun and Introduced the 
speaker. Me remarked that It was an 
honor to have Dr. Gllson address the 
gathering, lie then briefly outlined the 
doctor's life and humorously .skoiched 
hs university career and several inci- 
dents in his InttM- life. 

Dr. GILson leciurc'd on the life au-l 
works of Jules Hoinain In Ki-ench. 
S!iice Mr. Romain is still living there 
ivas much to .say whicli he could not. 
"IIower\-or", he continued, ".'ifter his 
ile-.ilh all that I wish to say will be 
appropriate." Jules Romain was edu- 
cated at "L'ecole Supereui'" In Paris. 
He was raised in a manner which l)c- 
fltted his station .and received his de- 
gree at a comparlllvely early a«c. Hi.-i 
favourite study was plillosophy in 
tvhich he excelled, but ho also studied 
those subjects which we do to-day. 

Jules Romaln's real name is Tx>uis 
l-Hingould. He it not merely the author 
of a system of phllo.-iopby, but lie Is 
the man who understands' himself. He 
is a great organizoil and he builds his 
works systt'nintically. .Many lussocla- 
tlons and orgoiilza lions owe tln lr ex- 
istence to blui and after his day.« he 
will be remembered for his note- 
worlliy tasly. 

He is well known wherever ho goes 
and Is ;i very am'able genlleniaii and 
well liked. He is extremely humorous 
and freciuently .answers any curious 
questions with puns. it Is for th'.s 
reason In particular that he is so well 
liked. In the Latin Quarter of Paris 
there is a custom of crowning the 
■prince ot <pocts every year. .Tules Uo- 
maln luis also enjoyed this honor 
which Is privileged to few. Vor as a 
poet he is remarkable. In description 
of objects, he is -so precise that- he 
ranks among the best. 

Ills reputation as an organizer was 
put to tost In tho elections of 1900.

This la true tor niany reasons— first 
let us remember that the senior squad 
battled with the; bent te^B :ln the 
Slate of New York.^Hecbtnlly thoy had 
a week's practice îprjor. to ihelr visit 
caused by the latêniéii of the football 
season and the ChrUtmas examina- 
tions. It would have . been very easy 
to play teams which we could easily 
defeat— but why do that — It Is for ex- 
perience that we make thin trip and It 
Is oxpcrlehco;we obtain.' Yesj .the team 
lost in Cnnadlun centres but for one 
rtason — lack of cuiulHIon. One may 
easily .see the grailual Improveincnl of 
the Queen's players as they "went on 
with their schedule games. 

"The tour opened in Toronto on 
Tuesday. l')e<:ombi'r L'Stli, at West Bnd 
V..M.C.A.' This game was very fast 
and exciting up to half thin,' when the 
scoring was about even. Queen's oume 
buck very strong in. the acenod half 
but illd hot keep 'ûp'their rdlly owing 
to their poor condition. The visiting 
team gradually lost all the prowess 
thcy exhibited in the first half and gra- 
du?. lly Torontonians tore away and the 
score ended Ai-Vi. Tho team was used 
very well by the West End "V" who 
banquettcd the boys , and Who hoped 
their condition wotJld be Improved by 
January 15th when they would meet 
them on Queen's conirt. Tho referee 
for the abOvo game was Miller of Tor- 
onto who officiates In tho Intercol- 
legiate game and who proved tnost 
satlsf.actory.

"Tuesday night the Queen's tiulntot 
met one of the fastest Uums in Now 
York State— tho Brooklyn' Crescents 
who won 'by a score ot 49-31. This 
team in made up of Collego graduates 
who have • starred on • their collego 
teams. This team wan nil especially 
clean team who appreciated the clean 
tactics of thu Canadian Collego fU'o, 
After the game the referee congratu 
lated Capt. Sutton on his clean team 
and also prulsod the players for their 
I'lcvor pas.sing but at tho same time 
criticised their poor shooting. 

"Wednesday night and still no rest 
from playing. This game was played 
on tho floor of the Montclalr Athletic 
Club, .Montclalr, New JcMey. This 
team who are the greate.st rivals of 
tlio C'resent Athletic Club gave Queen's 
their worst dotent — 55-32.

.Another common belief which the 
Columbia psychorlogiste found to bo 
held by Ihe .younger men, was thai 
women are. by. nature more moral and 
purer than' men'.' In regard to theories 
of the Superiority of tho Nordic, Dr. 
Klincbcrg stated that tests to date 
have failed to show any such sup 
periorlly. Professors Woodworth and 
Boas of Columbia have conducted ex 
perinients along these lines, and are 
very skeptical of any such superiority 
Dr. tvllneberg believes that in the 
field of soc'Ial psychology there Is gra 
dually beginning to be realised tiie 
need of closer co-operation with the 
science of antln-opology, and ^oro 
ui-ged that wherever possible, the 
study of the two sciences should ho 
conducteil along iracllcally the same 
lines, .md applicfi to many similar 
jn'obleniH.

Hut other causes, 
Plainly cconom'c arc also responsibi 
for a good deal of.thc niisundcrstand 
Ing. 

The Chinese will neither be led nor 
(loniinaled by any foreign power 
The forolgn<ir's job In the future will 
be to increaJie trade by showing the 
Chinese how to do it. Above all 
there must be 'mutual understanding' 
and forebcaraticc. 'When China hau 
finally settled down, she will be the 
Krcat market of tho future. 

After considerable discussion, the 
meeting was adjourned' and the 
threat weary throng ' were appealed 
with refroshmentH.
